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REELECT SENATOR LENROOT 
The question before Wisconsin in 


the senatorial election is whether ser- 
vice is to count or whether we are to 
send to Washington a man because he 
belongs to this or that faction or this 
or that party. The Post-Crescent be- 
lieves that when a good man is found 
for public sen-ice it pays to keep him 
there. Senator Lenroot has been in the 
service of the people of this state at 
Washington for many years. He has 
acquitted himself well in both the 
house and the senate. In the last few 
years he has risen lo distinction and in 
the event of a Republican administra- 
tion, which seems likely, he will have 
large influence in the affairs of the 
government. Any state is fortunate 
whose representatives attain honorable 
prominence and prestige at the na- 
tion's capital. 


Mr. Lenroot is essentially progres- 


sive. He advocated many of La Fol- 
lette's principles until the latter be- 
came an impossible extremist He has 
always stood for sound reforms. No 
one in public life can please everybo- 
dy, but there is so little for real criti- 
cism in Mr. Lenroot's career that he 
may be said to have represented the 
forward-looking people of this state ca- 
pably and faithfully.

He considers the nomination as hav- 
ing been dictated by the reactionary- 
element of the party and he has served 
notice that if this element controls the 
administration and its policies he wall 
break with it. This reveals genuine in- 
dependence, particularly in the face of 
abject party subserviency in many oth- 
er directions. 


Mr. Lenroot voted for the Esch-Curn- 


mins railroad law and he need make 
no apologies for this. It is true that 
some railway employes are opposing 
him on this ground and that labor in 
some instances has adopted an attitude 
of hostility because of this vote, but la- 
bor often makes mistakes when it en- 
ters politics and in this instance it is 
unfair to the senator. Rail service un- 
der this act is vastly superior to what 
it was under government operation, 
and it gives railway employes ample 
protection in tfaeir rights, both as to 
wages, about -which certainly little 
complaint cam be made, and working 
conditions as well. The improvement 
in transportation since the roads were 
restored to their owners is noticeable 
and there is no doubt that the extensive 
reduction in the cost of living which is 
taking place—deflation, by the way, 
which has thus far exacted no sacrifice 
from labor—is being promoted by the 
freer opening of the channels of trade. 


In the matter of the Lakes-to-the- 


Occan waterway project, Mr. Lenroot 
is of tremendous value to Wisconsin 
and the Northwest. He is the leading 
force which is bringing this undertak- 
ing rapidly toward realization. The 
senator has devoted a great deal of 
time and energy to the enterprise. 
He believes in it with all his heart, as 
do the people of his state. His persist- 
ent work, his able presentation of the 
improvement and the confidence and 


esteem which he enjoys at Washing- 
ton have made him a formidable cham- 
pion of the SL Lawrence river water- 
way. 
If Mr. Lenroot is retained in the 


senate he will measurably advance the 
authorization of this great public pro- 
ject, which will mean to Wisconsin 
and the Northwest what transcontin- 
ental railroads meant to the far west 
and the Pacilic coast. The throwing 
open of our lake ports to world com- 
merce will mean a new era in the de- 
velopment of all this section of the 
United States, and it will have a fav- 
orable economic effect upon more 
than two thirds of the country.

WOMEN CONTROL PRODUCTION 
Woman directs the consumption of 


85 per cent of the wealth of the coun- 
try, according to figures compiled by 
Mrs. 
Henrietta Calvin, specialist in 


home economics of the federal bureau 
of education. 


Eighty-five per cent of the industry 


of the nation busies itself with those 
things that minister, directly or indi- 
rectly, to the comfort, convenience, 
pleasure or taste of women. 


Not only does industry 'devote the 


greater part of its energies to making 
the things woman herself uses, but al- 
so to the innumerable food and house- 
hold articles the purchase of which 
helpless man places almost exclusively 
in the hands of woman. 


Man eats, but it is woman who di- 


rects what he shall eat. He has little 
to say in the matter. The wife goes to 
the grocer's and, looking over the 
stock, determines what he shall eat 
that evening. It follows, therefore, 
that the manufacturer of food prod- 
ucts is governed, as to quality and style 
of his goods, by his desire to please her 
who, 
as far as he is concerned, is the 


ultimate consumer. 


A man goes to buy an automobile. 


He may prefer a certain car because of 
its engine. But. in the end, the ma- 
chine he buys is the one selected by 
his wife on account of the lines of its 
exterior and the home-like comfort of 
its interior. Consequently, no small 
part of the business of an automobile 
designer is to turn out such machines 
as will delight the eye of her who is 
the supreme court in all issues related 
to household purchases. 


The furniture-maker, the house- 


builder, the textile-weaver, are con- 
cerned endlessly with patterns, devices 
and designs pleasing to women. Wom- 
an proposes as well as disposes, while 
man only pays the bills. Woman, in 
fact, says Mrs. Calvin, is the control- 
ling factor in production, since she di- 
rects all but 15 per cent of the con- 
sumption. It is much more simple 
to make a list of the industries in which 
woman has no influence than to call 
the roll of the innumerable industries 
that are governed in part or in whole 
by her dictatorship in matters of style 
and taste. 


Universal woman's suffrage is mere- 


ly an extension of her authority to a 
field that woman's influence will im- 
prove, just as the material products of 
industry are constantly being im- 
proved to meet the progressing stand- 
ards of good taste and quality as dic- 
tated by woman.

Nurses, physicians and dentists are 
occasionally Infected through professional contact 
with syphilitic patients.

cups, there is scarcely sufficient evidence that they 
ever convey the virus of syphilis; the micro-organ- 
izm of this disease does not long survive on inani- 
mate objects. There is seldom if ever any question 
in a physician's mind whether the patient's syphilis 
is innocently acquired. There need be no particular 
anxiety about contracting syphilis innocently, pro* 
vided one uses ordinary personal cleanliness.

XXII. Mr, Bryan's Third Attempt 


Washington, D. C.—The president- 


lal campaign of 1908 is worth recall- 
ng as a proof that we have returned 
n at least one way to pre-war condi- 
ions. That is, we have returned to 
:he state of political apathy which 
wems to be the usual state of the 
jreater part of the American public. 


In 1912 Mr. Wilson succeeded 
in

thing real. Then in 1916 the Euro- 
pean war gave everything a tense and 
interesting character. 


But back In 1908 che people viewed 


Lhe presidential campaign spectacle 
very much as they view it today— 
that is, without strong feeling, and 
with a conviction that the difference* 
between the parties and the candi- 
dates are hardly worth fighting over. 


It is true that Mr. Bryan came into 


the fight as a radical reformer, but

not really much more radical . than 
that of the Republicans. He whooped 
as of old for all his pet measures, 
such as initiative and referendum, 
but he did not get the response he 
had 
previously won. The people 


seemed to have lost interest in these 
things. 
Even Wall street did not 


seem excited about Mr. Bryan. This 
is shown by the fact that It put up 
very little money to beat him. The 
republican campaign fund was small- 
er than it had been for years, and 
smaller than it has ever been since. 
In this way the 1908 campaign was 
even more- apathetic than the pres- 
ent one. We have Mr. Cox's word 
for it that some people are willing to 
spend money to beat him, which is 
more than Bryan could claim. But 
then the 1908 campaign was launched 
at the end of a period of hard times, 
while _the present • one 
finds 
the 


money-bags stuffed 
with 
war-made 


profits. 


A Tame Campaign 


At any rate, the 1908 campaign 


wa.i just such a carefully staged and 
mildly applauded show as the present 
one. The candidates toured and ful- 


enter politics, and had don* BO with- 
out conspicuous damage 
to 
itself. 


Ever 
since 
itt 
organization 
the 


American Federation had made It an 
announced policy to keep out of poli- 
tics. 
The excellent reason for this 


was that both of Ita predecessors, the 
Xatlonal Labor Union and Knights 
of Labor, had gone to imaah in their 
effort* to enter politic*. So the cam- 
paign of 1908 showed that organized 
labor could at least go through the 
motions of political activity without 
having its integrity shaken. In 1916 
the federation got very definite bene- 
fits for workmen during the war in re- 
turn for it* political support. Thla 
year it is again in politics, but with 
so little to choose between in the two 
major parties that it promises to ac- 
complish little. But the organisation 
of a Farmer-Labor party is not to be 
forgotten. 


An interesting, though perhaps not 


important phase of the 1908 campaign 
•was the conduct of the Republican 
end of it by Mr. Hitchcock. His ef- 
forts as a campaign manager really 
marked the end of the old era of loose 
method* and prodigality in campaign 
management, and

of the strictly-business system of mak- 
ing President*.

There was the thin- 
ly disguised blackmailer who would 
throw his county to the Democrats

Troops of orators 


were shunted about the country in 
private cars, as carefully 
scheduled 


and advertised as musical comedies, 
and modest crowds of staunch par-

and nobody outside of political cir- 
cles seemed very much to care. One 
editorial writer described it as an 
"era of no feeling" and remarked that 
there was nothing about the candl-* 
dates to inspire any.

Mr. Oompers promised to 
deliver the labor vote to Mr. Bryan 
in consideration of the fact that there

Democratic platform. He was about 
as successful as he might have been 
in delivering water in a sieve. 
The 


labor vote spilled out of Its organiza- 
tion and ran where it would, the evi- 
dence nil tending to show that it di- 
vided between the two parties much 
as usual.Labor Enters Politics 


But there was significance in

fart that organized labor had tried to

Italy—In a 
history-making 


contest with capital, Italian 
labor 


has had something more in view than 
higher wages and partial control of 
(ndustry in which men worked- 


What they aim at is bringing down 


the high cost of living and they think 
they have found the way. 


The economy philosopher who set 


this forth to me was G. P. Prejalmini. 
of Milan, one of the secretaries of the 
great Italian Confederation of Labor, 
which 
has more than 
two million 


members. 
Said he: 


"Merely to get a raise of a few lira 


in wages per day would not help ei- 
ther our men or the general mass 
of Italian people. 
The 
shopkeepers 


would merely raise the price of goods 
and the vicious circle •would start all 
over again. 


Would Trace Cost 


"But that is where comes in onr 


demand that committees of workers 
shall have internal control of works, 
including the power to trace the cost 
of everything from beginning to end. 


"For instance, suppose a commit- 


tee of workers found that including?1 
materials and labor it cost 60 lira to 
produce a pair of shoes. Manifestly 
something is wrong, if. after passing 
through the hands of various middle- 
men, shoes cost the people 150 or 200 
lira. 


"Our thought 
Is that the work- 


men's committee should brng abort 
a condition under which before the 
shoes left the factory they would be 
stamped to show they cost 60 lira to 


j produce. The samp thing would be i 
done with other products in Italy. 


Would Check Them 


"Now if things are thus marked 


showing the' real cost of production, 
profiteers could not go so far as they 
have been doing.However, if this did 
not make them quit, it would be easv 
o scure a law limiting h amount of 
profit any wholesaler or retailer could 
make on goods. 


"We have the political power to 


bring this step about. 


"I will give you a few examples. In 


the Turin 
disthict we have 140,000 


members: in Milan. 211,000; Genoa, 40.- 
000: Venice, 31.000: Bologna, 115.000- 
Florence. 50,000; Rome, 40,000, and

Soviets Ordered Wood Cut for 


Fuel, But Workers Staged 


Revolt.

' Paris—Russia's great forests, con- 
stituting 
one of her most valuable 


natural 
resources 
and one of the 


world's great supplies of timber, are 
being ruthlessly burned to the ground 
by the Russian peasants in an effort 
to defeat Bolshevism. 


With the necessity of laving in huge 


stocks of wood and fuel in order to 
stave 
off the rigors of the 
coming 


•winter, the Soviets some time ago 
gave orders for the cutting down and 
transportation of huge sections of the 
Russian forests. 
The peasants were 


recruited by force'to do the work. 
This proved the last stra,w. 


To prevent the execution of this or- 


der, 
the peasants hax-e fired the for- 


ests ond these forest fires are now 
raging 
throughout Russia 
in the 


most devastating, degree. Not only 
are whole forests being burned to the 
ground, but scores of villages and 
thousands of single houses that are 
in the path of the sweeping forest 
(ires are disappearing in flames. 


Detailed news of this action of the 


peasants has just been received in 
Paris by M. Kercnski from one of his 
supporters still remaining in Russia. 


The letter which the latter has just 


sent to Paris reads in part as follows. 


"You know probably that Russia is 


burning. Enormous tracts of timber- 
ed land 
have become the prey of 


flames and both large and small vil- 
lages as well as entire quarters of 
larger cities are likewise disappear- 
ing, ravaged by the flames. 'The Red 
Cock' 
stalks everywhere, free and 


gav. from one end of the country to 
the other. 
All 
efforts to fight this 


scourge remain useless, because the 
Russian peasant wants to burn and 
burns deliberately. 


"In its despair and in its powerless 


hate, the entire Russian 
peasantry 


has decided to fall back on this an- 
tique means of vengeance—'The Red 
Cock'—against the Bolshevists. 


"The hate of the peasants against 


the present regime has never before 
attained the intensity that it now has. 
And 
it is precisely at the present 


moment that the Soviets have pro- 
posed to prepare the stocks of wood 
and fuel necessary for heating during 
the comincr winter. They have under- 
taken a systematic cutting down of 
the forests in the central and north- 
ern departments.

Half of the Diamonds 
in the World Have 
Come to America, and 
Three-Fourths of These 
Are in the Jewel Boxes 
of New York Women. 


The Jagersfontein Diamond in the Rough, 


Weighing 7 1-3 Ounces.

N 


EW YORK CITY might be called the metrop- 


olis of diamonds. 


The United States Geological Survey 


says that half of all the diamonds in the world 
are owned in the United States, and three-fourths 
of these are in the jewel boxes of the women of 
New York. 


The diamonds owned in this country (says the 


same authority) are worth over a billion dollars. 


And yet the demand has never been so great. 


All the men who made fortunes in "war babies" 
and through war contracts want to buy diamonds 
for their women to wear, and they are finding it 
difficult to get them, even at enhanced prices. 
There is a shortage of new diamonds, due to par- 
tial suspension of mining in South Africa during 
,the great conflict. 


Diamonds have never been so high in price as 


they are today: and they will go higher, because 
95 per cent, of the total world's output hence- 
forward will be controlled by a single concern, 
the De Beers Consolidated Company., 


The only very important diamond fields in the 


world are in South Africa. 
Hitherto the mines 


of German Southwest Africa have been in market 
rivalry with the British mines, but now that ter- 
ritory has been absorbed by the De Beers Con- 
solidated. 


In Brazil and other parts of the world dia- 


monds are washed from stream gravels, but in 
South Africa.they are found under altogether 
peculiar conditions, that is to say, in volcanic 
"pipes." 


Diamonds are always a volcanic product, be- 


ing carbon crystallized out of molten rock by 
enormous heat, but in South Africa they are 
found "in place"—i. e., where they were originally 
formed. Not only do they occur, there in aston- 
ishing numbers, but occasionally of a size far 
greater than any gems of the kind known until 
very recent years. 


Who, until recently, would have thought of 


"King Edward's Diamond," 310 Carats, Cut from the Cullinan, 


the Largest Cut Diamond in the World.

weighing diamonds by ounces, or of mea-surins? 
them by inches? 
Recently the Jagersfontein 


mine, in the Orange River Colony, yielded a 
blue-white stone of nearly three ounces; and an- 
other, 3'4 ounces in weight, was picked up by a 
Kaffir on the Dutoitspan mine dump, at Kimber- 
ley. Yet these finds made no great sensation, be- 
cause they were far inferior in size to other dia- 
monds previously obtained. 


A volcanic pipe is a chimney descending into 


the bowels of the earth, where everything is 
molten and temperatures are unthinkably high. 
The South African diamond mines are excava- 
tions made in such chimneys, which ceascrl ages 
ago to belch 
fire. 
Rock dug out of them is 


brought to the surface and spread over wide 
areas of ground, where it is left t* disintegrate 
under the influence of sun and weather. Then, 


being in a friable condition, It is washed and ex- 
amined for gem stones. 


Thus it is that the world's great diamond 


crop is now gathered. But it was not until 1893 
that the first real monster gem turned up. It 
was found, in June of that year, by a 
Kaffir 


laborer, who surrendered it to the overseer of 
the Jagersfontein mine. 
An irregular crystal, 


looking like the broken-off end of a big icicle, it 
was of purest water-white in color, and tipped 
the scales at 7 1-3 ounces. Its sole imperfection 
was a black spot near the centre. 


Certain details of its structure appeared to 


indicate that the crystal had originally been part 
of a larger rna.<-s. 
But, as it was, the owners 


were puzzlrd to know what to do with it. The 
final decision was to cleave it in twain, to get rid 
of the black spot, and, when this had been safely 
accomplished, 
the- famous 
"Jubilee diamond/' 


named in honor of the 60th anniversary of Queen 


The "Jubilee 
Diamond." 
239 Carats. 


Victoria's accession to the throne, was cut from 
the larger piece. 


Thus was obtained a peerless gem, surpass- 


ing any existing other not only in size but in 
faultless perfection of color, lustre and "water." 
In form it was so symmetrical that, when placed 
on the truncated apex of its basal pyramid, it 
stood perfectly balanced. 


The lesser fragment was split into 10 pieces, 


the three largest yielding cut diamonds of 153, 
147 and 139 carats respectively (a "pear," a 
"drop," and a "marquise"), 
among the most 


beautiful ever seen. 


Here, then, was inaugurated the practice, 


previously unheard of, of chopping up big dia- 
monds into smaller ones. But, if a crystal of this 
kind be beyond a certain size, it is hard to know 
what else to do with it—as illustrated in the case 
of the "Cullinan,'' greatest of all diamonds, which 
will presently be discussed. The "Jubilee" was 
appraised at $2,300,000, and hopes were enter- 
tained that some Oriental potentate or American 
multi-millionaire would buy it; but, if a pur- 
chaser has been found, the transaction was secret. 


The "Cullinan" was found at the Premier 


mine by Fred Wells, the manager, who, whila 
out for a stroll in the walled area over which the 
"blue ground" rock was distributed for weather- 
ing, caught sight of it where it lay glittering 
amid the debris. 
He could hardly believe his 


eyes; and no wonder, for the stone was 
4V4 


inches long, 2M; inches broad, and 1% inches 
thick. It weighed 13 ounces. 


Think of it! A diamond weighing a pound 


and three ounces avoirdupois! 
It was nearly 


three times the size of the Jagersfontein stone. 
Experts reckoned its value, in the rough, at 
$45,000,000. What was to be done with it? 
To 


find a purchaser was obviously hopeless. The 
only thing to do was to chop it up. 


The stone—described as resembling a chunk 


of extremely transparent and glittering ice—had 
two bad flaws, which could be got rid of by cleav- 
ing it into three pieces. But whether this should 
be done or not was a question referred to the 
decision of King Edward VII., for it was at length 
determined that the Transvaal government should 
make a present of the monster gem to His 
Majesty. 


His approval being obtained, the stone (sent 


to London by ordinary registered mail, and thence 
forwarded to Amsterdam) was taken in hand by 
the most skilful of living diamond-cutters. The 
contemplated job was one of tremendous responsi- 
bility, and it was not begun until a number of 
glass models exactly like the big diamond in size

and shape had been made and split experi- 
mentally. 


At the start a slit half an inch deep was made 


with a metal wheel carrying diamond dust and 
operated like a circular saw. Then a steel knife 
was inserted, and a few sharp taps with a small 
hammar broke the stone in two. It was ticklish 
business, for a diamond, though the hardest of 
. known substances, is very brittle, and there was 


no certainty that the crystal thus dealt with 
might not fly into dozens of fragments, many 
millions of dollars vanishing, so to speak, at a 
blow. Happily, however, no such untoward acci- 
dent occurred. 


By a repetition of the same process one of 


the two pieces was split in twain, thus convert- 
ing the great stone into the three portions desired. 


It was in this way made possible, while get- 


ting rid of the flaws, to obtain from the stone 
three huge diamonds, which when cut were abso- 
lutely perfect. 
The largest of them was a "drop 


brilliant" of 510% carats, 21-3 inches long and 
1 3-5 inches broad, so shaped as to have the form 
of a heart when seen from above. 
The second 


was a "square brilliant," of two-thirds the weight 
of the first. 


Th?ese two largest of the three gems are to- 


day by far the biggest cut diamonds in existence, 
even the smaller one far exceeding the "Jubilee" 
in size. In addition to the three big diamonds 
obtained from the "Cullinan," the stone yielded 
seven of important dimensions, and 95 minor 
sparklers. All of which went to compose a gift 
to King Edward on the occasion of his 66th 
birthday. 


The great drop brilliant, estimated to be 


worth $5,000,000, is today the most valuable item 
among the jewels of the British Crown. The 
square brilliant is set in the royal scepter of 
George V. But all of the other diamonds yielded 
by the "Cullinan" are the personal property of 
the dowager Queen Alexandra. 
Her husband 


had them made up into a necklace, the most mag- 
nificent probably in the world, and gave it 
to her. 


Up to the time of the finding of the Jagers- 


fontein stone (in 1893), the largest diamond ever 
known was the "Great Mogul," which was ob- 
tained in 1650 from the famous Golconda dig- 
pings, in the territory of the Nizam of Hydera- 
bad. There, as elsewhere, diamonds were pro- 
cured by washing old stream gravels. This stone 
weighed 787 carats in the rough, and was of the 
shape and size of half a hen's egg. 
Tavernier, 


the famous traveler, who was an expert in gems,

saw it in 1657, so that the account given of it 
may be considered authentic. 


A Venetian lapidary, then residing at the 


court of the Nizam, undertook to cut the stone, 
and did it so clumsily as to reduce its size to that 
of half a bantam's egg. 'It is supposed to have 
boon carried off by the Persians at the sack of 
Delhi, in 1739, and to have been broken up to 
disguise it. Some experts are of the opinion that 
the "Orloff" is a piece of it. The "Orloff" was 
given by Prince Orloff to Catherine II., to com- 
pose a lovers' quarrel, and since'that time it has 
been the principal ornament of the Russian im- 
perial scepter. 


The "Great Mogul" as originally found was 


less in weight than the Jagersfontein stone by 
nearly 200 carats. As for the celebrated "Koh-i- 
Noor" (belonging to the British Croxvn, and for- 
merly the property of1 an Indian rajah), it sinks 
into insignificance when compared with the great 
diamonds herein described. It weighs only 10(> 
carats, and is not of perfect "water," having a 
slight grayish tinge.
